G.S.R. 79. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962' 
(52 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, 
hereby exempts prototypes of engineering goods, 
when imported into India as samples for executing, 
or for use in connection with securing, export orders, 
from the duty of customs leviable thereon which is 
specified in the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff 
Act, 1934 (32 of 1934) and also from the additional 
duty leviable under section 2A of the latter mention- 
ed Act, subject to the following conditions, — 

(i) the importer produces a certificate from the 
Export Promotion Council concerned with 
the particular Export or the Trade Develop- 
ment Authority to the effect that the samples 
are required for executing, or for use in con- 
nection with securing, export orders; 

(ii) where the value of a sample exceeds one 
thousand rupees, the same shall be re-export- 
ed out of India within six months of import 
or such extended period as may be allowed 
by the Assistant Collector of Customs (or if 
the importer does not wish to so re-export, 
the duty leviable thereon shall be paid): 

Provided that the Assistant Collector of Customs 
shall, unless he is satisfied that the samples are re-

— In exercise of the power conferred by 
sections 24 and 158 of the Customs Act. 1962 (52 of 
1962) and in supersession of the ‘Denatured Spirit 
(Ascertaining and Determining) Rules, 1957, published 
with notification No. 140-Customs', dated the 6th July, 
1957 of the Government of India, Ministry of Finance 
(Tate Department of Revenue); the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rule s for causing 
imported spirit and spirit contents of imported spiritu- 
ous preparations to be denatured at the request of the 
importer: 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the “Dena- 
turing of Spirit Rules, 1972”. 

2. Application by importer or agent. — An importer or 
his agent (hereinafter referred to as the Applicant) 
shall make a request in writing to the proper officer of 
Customs for the 1 denaiuration of imported spirit or 
preparation containing spirit. 

11. Applicant to provide the ingredients for dcnalura- 
tion, — The applicant shall provide all the ingredients 
(denaturanls) of the quality as specified b v the proper 
officer of Customs and In sufficient quantities for the 
denaturntion- 

4. Denaturatlop under Customs Supervision. — All 

operations of denaturation shall be carried out by the 
applicant under the supervision of an officer of Customs 
at such place as may be approved by the proper officer 
of Customs. 

5. Drawal of samples for test. — After denaturation. 
arrangements shall be made by the applicant for drawal 
of samples from each cask or vessel for test in a 
cusloms laboratory. The samples drawn shall be in 
adequate quantifier to permit more than one test, in 
case such a contingency arises. 

6. Test of samples-- — Each sample drawn after denn- 
turation shall be tested in a Customs laboratory to 
determine whether denaturation has been properly 
dohe. The result of such tests shall be made available 
to the applicant. 

7- Redenaturation. Should any one of the samples 
on test be reported to be not properly denatured, the 
applicant may make a request for redenaturation and 
the proper officer nf Customs may, havihg regard to 
the reasons! for which the request is made and all other 
circumstances of the case, allow th e same- Provided 


that the said officer shall not refuse to allow such 
request without giving the applicant a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard in the matter. 

8- Appeal for Re-test. — Where a re-test of the sample 
is desired by the applicant and a request is made in 
that behalf within fifteen days of the date of receipt 
by the applicant of tho results ol the initial test, the 
Collector of Cusloms may having regard to the reasons 
for which the request is made and all other circums- 
tances of the case, allow such re-test to be conducted 
by the Chief Chemist, Central Revenues Control Labo- 
ratory. Provided Ihut, the Collector shall not refuse to 
allow such re-test without giving the applicant a reason- 
able opportunity of being heard in lbs matter 

1). Fees for test and re-test. — For test and re-test of 
.am pies, fees at the following rates shall b c paid by 
(lie applicant:— 

(a) Rupees twenty-five for test of each sample. 

(b) Rupees fifty for re-test of each sample. 

10. Other charges to be paid by the applicant — The 

applicant shall pay supervision charges and all other 
expenses in connection with the denaturatlons of spirit, 
drawal and despatch of sample for test and re-test 
where necessary, and other incidental charges connect- 
ed therewith. 

11. Disposal of Remnants. — Un-ronsumcd samples, if 
no more required, shall be returned to the applicant.

Explanatory Memorandum 

Subject— Merchant Shipping (Removal of Difficulties) 
Order, 1971. 

The International Convention on Load Tunes, 1968 
came into force On, the 21st July, 1908. The Conven- 
tion. on balance, tends to liberalise th» load line/free 
hoard requirements. In effect, it permits deeper load- 
ing of ships on larger pails of the globe in longer 
periods during a year than its predecessor Convention 
permitted- It was, therefore, considered desirable to 
ratify the Convention in time so that Indian Shipping 
could avail of the liberalised provisions of the Con- 
vention from the date of its entry Into force- Neces- 
sary action to this end ‘was processed and completed 
by Government and the ratification of the Convention 
by India took effect on the 21st July, 1963, simultane- 
ously with the entry into force of the convention. 

2. Legislative action for translation of the provlsiohs 
of the Convention in our municipal law was also pro- 
cessed with the Intention of suitably amending the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1958. so that natiohal legisla- 
tion could come into force simultaneously with the 
commencement of our international obligation on entry 
into force of the Convention. The wording of sub-sec- 
tion (7) of Section 317 of the Act proposed In the Bill, 
therefore, provided for validation of existing load Hhe 
Certificates for the unexpired period of their validity 
or for a period of two years from the date of com- 
mencement, of that section, whichever is shorter, in 
accordance with the provisions of paragraph (4) of 
Article 16 of the said Convention. This provision of 
our law would have been adequate and appropriate 
had the Merchant Shipping (Amendment) Bill been 
Passed into Act, and miblished in the Gazette on or 
before the 21st July, 1968. Due to some administrative 
difficulties, however, the passing of the Pill in the 
Parliament was delayed and ultimately It was passed 
tav the Parliament iu May, 1970 and published In the 
Official Gazette On the 1st June, 1970. 

.3- One adverse effect of thi.a delayed legislation was 
that it brought also load line certificates issued under 
the provisions of the International Convention on 
Load Lines I960, after the 21st July, 1908, the date 
of entry into force of the Convention, but before the 
1st June. 1970, the date of publication of the Merchant 
Shipping (Amendment) Act, 1970. wilhin the mischief 
of '■ub-slectior (7) of the said section 317 and restrict- 
ed their validity for a maximum period of two- years 
from the 21st July, 1968 l.e upto the 20th July, 1970. 
This was far from the intention cf the Convention. 

4. In the circumstances, with a view to avoiding ad- 
verse effect of application of sub-section (7) of the 
said section 317 to load lines certificates issued under 
the new Convention between 21st July, 1968 and the 
1st June, 1970 the present order i s issued under sec- 
tion 460A of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 [as 
amended by the Merchant Shipping (Amendment) 
Act, 1970J, exempting such certificates from applica- 
tion of the provision of sub-section (7) of the said 
section 317. The intention ol giving retrospective effect 
to this order is to save inconvenience to the Indian 
Slapping Industry which would otherwise have to ob- 
tain fresh load "line certificates aftc” the 21st July, 
1970 although the existing certificates issued under the 
provisions of the International Convention on Load

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to 
do, it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons.

G.S.R. 101. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Psychiatric 
Social Worker (Senior) in the Hospital for Mehtal 
Diseases, Rancht, namely; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (i) These rules 
may be called the Hospital for Mental Diseases, Ranchi 
Psychiatric Social Worker (Senior) Recruitment Rules, 
1971. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post 
specified in column (1) of the Scheduled Annexed to 
these rules. 

3 Number of the posts, classification and scale of 

pay-— The number of posts, classification thereof and 
the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified 
in columns (2) to (4) of the said Schedule 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit Qualifications etc. — 

The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the said 
post shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the 
said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the general orders of the 
Central Government Issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualification, — No person, — 

(a) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having :i spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible or appointment to the said posts: 

Provided! that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied theft such marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Whereas the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do 
so it may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writ- 
ing and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission relax any cf tbs provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons,
